THE DANGER OF OVERSTOCKING. 
Tue Secretary of the American Booksell- 
ers’ Association, in his latest report, advises 





those who have been over-sanguine or incon- | 
siderate in laying in an overstock of net books 
or protected fiction to push them to the fullest 
extent possible before the close of the holiday | 
season. The Secretary of the American Book- 
sellers’ Association would have the book- 


seller put these books to the front in the most 


conspicuous part of the sture, and show thein 
to every customer who calls. If necessary, he 
would offer the salesmen a premium for the 
sale of slow net books and the overstock of | 
protected fiction. Indeed, he would resort to 
and exhaust every means and resource to get | 


rid ot them at net prices during the next three | 
week He closes with the hint that those | 
who belong to the class that find themselves | 


in the predicament described should guard 
another season against being tempted with 
large quantity purchases, and to make it a 
rule to buy as closely to the demand as pos- 
sible, reordering in small quantities as often 
as calls for certain books may warrant. 

The advice as to overstocking is sound, 


and in line with warning given time and | 


again in these columns. Overstocking has 
been the curse of the retail trade for years, 
and has been responsible for more demor- 
alization almost than any other error of 


judgment on the part of the dealer. In 








these strenuous times when the book of to- 
day pushes, or is made to push, the book 
of yesterday out of the race, only to be ‘tself 
outrun by the book of to-morrow, all but the 
large dealers in ihe large towns and cities 
shovld err rather on the side of conservatisin 


| and buy strictly to his absolute wants and no 


more, than to speculate or “plunge.” The 
small dealer with «a limited constituency 
should be able to estimate pretty accurately 
the quantity he is able to sell of any book 
published. If an unforeseen demand arises 
he can much more profitably purchase more 
when it is wanted than he can dispose of a 
“remainder.” Besides, “remainders” are al- 
Ways a temptation, after the rush s*tbsiles, to 
cut prices and to undersell other dealers. And 
to undersell net books, these days, is to tempt 


iate. = 


Tue booktrade is entering upon the close 
of the last month of the second year of re- 
form, with a practically solid front in both 
branches—publishers and booksellers. Nearly 
every important interest is represented, and 
every one in the ranks expresses hope in the 
ultimate success of the movement. Yet there 
is danger in overconfidence. It will not do for 
any one to take it for granted ‘hat t!: reform 
is an assured fact, and let it take care of 
itself. It still remains the duty of every one 
concerned to watch out that the rules remain 
inbroken, and to give prompt warning of a 
preach either to the manager of the American 
Publishers’ Association or to the Secretary of 
the American Booksellers’ Associ ion, Above

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R. H. MACY & CO. AGAINST THE 
BOOKTRADE ASSOCIATIONS. 


Istpor StrRAus and Nathan Straus, compos- 
in the firm of R. H. Macy & Co., brought 
suit on December 3, in the Supreme Court, 
Part 1, New York, to restrain The American 
Publishers’ Association and The American 
Booksellers’ Association from enforcing the 
rules against underselling; furthermore, they 
sue for perpetual injunction against defend- 
ants “blacklisting” them, also from “resorting 
to any species of threat to compel them to join 
either of the associations or to maintain the 
prices of books.” The complaint also asks 
that a temporary injunction be granted pend- 
ing the trial of the action; that a referee be 
appointed to take proof of the damages sus- 
tained by the plaintiffs, which damages are 
put at $100,000. Judgment is further de- 
manded that the “agreements between the as- 
scciations to maintain prices and prevent com- 
petition be declared unlawful and null and 
void.” 

The case came up for a hearing before 
Judge Leventritt on December to.

The plaintiffs’ lawyer dwelt on the New 
York State law forbidding the union of in- 
terests to maintain high prices on commod- 
ities and necessities of life.

The law re- 
ferred to, he said, was enacted by the Legis- 
lature in 1897, and was known as the Don- 
nelly act. It was known also as the “anti-

Counsel for the American Publishers’ As- 
sociation replied that the American Publish- 
ers’ Association had arranged that once the 
publication price of a book had been agreed on 
i: should not be sold at less than the pub- 
lished price, excepting in certain specified 
cases. Any bookseller who agreed to sell at 
the net price agreed on could buy books 
from the members of the association. He 
said that there had been no discrimination 
against the plaintiff, the rules of the associa- 
tion applying to ail alike. He claimed that 
the defendants had acted strictly within the 
law, having agreed to give the book trade a 
specified discount. He said the associations 
of publishers and booksellers had done on 
a small scale just what Congress had done 
when it pased the Interstate Commerce act, 
fixing the rates for freight and transportation 
in all the States. 

Justice Leventritt reserved his decision.

OBITUARY NOTE. 


Tuomas Nast, the most famous American 
cartoonist of his day, died December 7 at 
Guayaquil, Ecuador, from yellow fever, after 
an illness of three days. Mr. Nast was born 
September 27, 1840, at Landau, Bavaria. He 
came to New York in 1846, and made his first 
studies in art while doorkeeper at Bryant’s 
Gallery of Paintings, at Broadway and Thir- 
teenth Street, New York. Shortly after, he 
obtained a position at Frank Leslie’s and stud- 
ied at the Academy of Design in the evenings. 
He went to England to sketch the Heenan and 
Sayers fight in 1860, the publication of which 
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in New York created a sensation. While 
abroad he joined the Garibaldians, and was 
present at the sieges of Capua and Gaeta. 
Returning to New York he obtained a posi- 
tion on Harper's Weekly, for which he did 
his most brilliant and notable work. Owing to 
some difference of opinion between the pub- 
lishing firm and Nast, shortly after Grant’s 
re-election, Nast’s cartoons, though regularly 
drawn each week and paid for, were sup- 
pressed by Harper & Brothers. After his 
contract expired Nast attempted several pub- 
lications under his own name—but his star 
had set and other men had taken his place. 
In May this year President Roosevelt nom- 
inated Mr. Nast to be Consui General at 
Guayaquil. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

It appears that some years ago the late Dr. 
Parker, of the City Temple in London, pub- 
lished through T. Fisher Unwin a novel en- 
titled “Wilmot’s Child,” which he put out 
under the pseudonym of “Any Nyne.” 


Miss Frances Power Cosse, authoress and 
philanthropist, celebrated her eightieth birth- 
day on December 4, having been born on that 
day in 1822, at Brighton, England. A com- 
mittee representing a large number of Miss 
Cobbe’s friends in England and America pre- 
sented to her a congratulatory address as an 
expression of sincere regard. 


ELLEN GLAscow wrote her first novel and 
came to New York City to publish it while 
she was still in her teens. Because she could 
not sell it she wrote another ; that also was re- 
fused by several of the largest publishing 
houses. As a last expedient she submitted 
the second manuscript anonymously to a pub- 
lisher she had not yet tried. This time her 
novel was accepted, and it turned out later 
that the publisher’s reader had reported his 
belief that the novel was written by Harold 
Frederic. This was the beginning of the ca- 
reer of the very successful author of “The 
Rattleground,” whose publishers have recent- 
ly issued a beautiful illustrated edition of 
“The Voice of the People,” and a volume of 


her poems printed in a luxurious style by De 
Vinne.

“Bookbinders and Their 
Crafts,” by Miss S. T. Prideaux, may also 
be expected this month. The author discusses 
English, Scottish, French, and Italian bind- 
ings, early stamped bindings, pattern making, 
etc. The edition of the work is limited to 
500 numbered copies, each being illustrated 
with designs by the author and others. 


RALPH FLETCHER StyMmour, Fine Arts 
Building, Chicago, has in press “The Art of 
the People,” a reprint of the address deliv- 
ered by William Morris before the Birming- 
ham Society of Arts in 1879. This volume 
will be the first of a series “intended to set 





for the broader understanding of art and its 
relation to work.” It will also be the first to 
be printed from a font of type designed by 
and cast by Mr. Seymour, who also announces 
a reprint of “The Song of Demeter and Her 
Daughter Persephone,” translated by Walter 
Pater, and “Twelve Songs,” by Maurice 
Maeterlinck, now first translated into English 
by Professor Martin Schutze with a sketch of 
the author by the translator, and twelve quaint 
illustrations by a French artist. 


Dopp, Meap & Co. expect to publish this 
month “The Bending of the Twig,” by Walter 
Russell, well known as a painter of children’s 
portraits. His book will be composed of a 
number of sketches, each covering a special 
phase of child life from the child’s point of 
view. There will be over 100 illustrations 
in the book, more than 60 of these being full- 
page. They will bring out early next year 
“Red-Head,” a new story of Kentucky life, 
by John Uri Lloyd, author of “Stringtown on 
the Pike,” with illustrations by Reginald 
Birch; a new edition of Liibke’s “Outlines of 
the History of Art,” revised, enlarged and 
edited by Russell Sturgis; also, “In the Pal- 
aces of the Sultan,” by Mrs. Anna Bowman 
Dodd, who, as the guest of General Horace 
Porter, was received by the Sultan, and en- 
joyed exceptional facilities for studying the 
Sultan’s palaces and parks. 


THe Oxrorp UNtversity Press has just 
published the complete works of John Lyly, 
now for the first time collected. Mr. John War- 
wick Bond has edited the volumes, to which he 
contributes an account of the life of the au- 
thor, whose immense importance to English 
literature is beginning to receive a tardy rec- 
ognition. Attention to the substance of Lyly’s 
work and recognition of its literary bearings 
have hitherto been found chiefly abroad. Mr. 
Bond notes that almost everywhere far more 
attention has been paid to euphuism than to 
the matter of the euphuist’s work, or to the 
man. Lyly, it is pointed out, was the first 
who made Englishmen feel that prose was an 
art; he was the first English novelist, and the 
first regular English dramatist. The editor 
suggests that there is far more dramatic credit 
due, and far more influence on Shakespeare 
attributable to Lyly than to Marlowe or any 
other of those with whom the euphuist has 
been usually classed. 


P. Braxiston’s Son & Co., Philadelphia, 
will publish at once a unique contribution to 
biographical literature in a work entitled 
“Biographic Clinics: the Origin of the IIl- 
health of De Quincey, Carlyle, Darwin, Hux- 
ley and Browning.” The author, Dr. George 
M. Gould, has gathered from the biographies, 
writings and letters of the five named men 
every reference to their ill health. Each en- 
dured, as is well known, a life of suffering 
which made almost every day a torment, and 
by which their work and worth as an asset 
of the nation and civilization was conditioned 
and often rendered morbid. The cause of 
their affliction was an utter mystery to their 
physicians. No explanation explained, and 
no cure cured. Dr, Gould has gone into the 
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“why” of this very thoroughly, and the con- 
clusion reached by him, from logic and from 
a careful summary of the clinical symptoms, 
is that each of the writers suffered from eye- 
strain, and that scientific correction of their 
visual defects would have transformed their 
lives of misery into lives of happiness. 


Henry Hort & Co. will publish shortly 
“Differential and Integral Calculus,” by Pro- 
fessor W. H. Echols, of the University of 
Virginia, a work which is said to treat its 
subject with simplicity and clearness and to 
abound in examples, geometrical illustrations 
and figures. The emphatic success of Hart- 
wig’s “General Principles of Zoology” in this 
country has moved Messrs. Holt & Co. to is- 
sue the author’s “Text-Book of Zoology,” 
translated and edited
